CoLTMTirs, O., Nov. S.—With a plurality 
of over 00,01)0, and two-thirds of botli 
branches of the lejiislature, McKinley has 
won the most decisive victory recorded in 
Ohio aiuce the civil war. It has been won 
on national issues. Althoui^h McKinley 
was rnnuinff for re-election as governor 
he made state affairs secondary to protec- 
tion and honest money in all his speeches, 
numbering 110. There was a full vote of 
over R(K),000, and I\IcKinley has a majority 
over all, with Democratic, Prohibition and 
Populist tickets opposed to him. 


This is the first time a majority over all 
any state candidate has had since Foster*s 
election, just after Garfield's death, in 
1881. Blaine had a majority in 18S4, but 
the Republican state ticket then had only 
a plurality. 
Jjast year the Democrats 
elected one presidential elector, and the 
Republican plurality was then 1,0T:3. Mc- 
Kinley^s pluralil y in 18:il was ^1.511. In 
1890 the liepublicans had H).(i iO i>luraUty, 
and in 1SS9 the DiMnocrats elef't(%l (gover- 
nor Campbell by 10,872. when there was a 
small vote. The canipai;in just closed has 
been of the most vi^^orous in the history of 
the state.

ALBANY, Nov. 8.—The Democratic state 
loaders in tliis city practicjilly give up the 
state ticket as lost to the Rei)ubHcanR, but 
hope to save the legislature. Returns wei'e 
received at the executive chamber by a 
gathering of notable oflicials, including 
Senator Ilill, Governor Flower, Attorney 
General Riy^endale, State lOngineer and 
Surveyor French, Colonel Williams, Colo- 
nel Judson and Colonel McKwan.

The boat contained 
eight of the Albany's crew and sixteen of 
the Philadelphia's 
crew, 
l-ife 
saving 
crows found this boat upside down. They 
picked up eleven bodies with life preserv- 
ers on, and it is snpposed that the whole 
crew of twenty-four men are drowned. 
The bodies were put oii the steamer Con- 
cord, bound south. The harbor master of 
San Beach is searching for the rest of the 
bodies Avith tugs.

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HIGH BOOSTS.

The roosts should not bo high, os- 
peciftlly if the birds are large and 
heavy.

TAINTED MXtiK. 


The causes of tainted milk have been 
classified by Doctor Gel'ber as follows: 


1. Poor fodder. 
2. Poor, dirty water, used not only 
for watering the cows, but also for 
washing the cans. 


3. Poor air where the cows are. 
4. XJncleanliness in milking, 
5. Keeping the milk too long in too 
warm and poorly ventilated places. 


6. Neglecting to cool and aerate the 
milk quickly after milking, 


7. Lack of cleanliness in the care of 
the milk. 


8. Poor transportation. 
9. Sick cows. 
10. The cows being in heat. 


to be pricked out singly into owefnlly 
prepared hills, which should be about 
two feet apart in rows throe feet apart. 
A small numbered stake has to bo put 
in each hill, and during the growing 
season detailed notes should bo taken 
concerning the habit, strength, time 
of ripening, yield and general appear- 
ance of each plant. 
This record must 
be continued each year for five years 
before one can definitely ascertain the 
real value • of a variety, as many of 
those which appear promising at first 
run out entirely, and sometimes those 
which wo were tempted to discard the 
"first few years may prove our very 
best varieties. 
At digging time seleci 
only a few of the largest and best 
formed tubers of each kind, i')Iacing 
them into carefully marked boxes, 
each kind by itself, and in planting 
use -only the largest specimens fot 
seed. 
At the end of the fifth year, ii 
good culture has been given, probably 
one or more varieties out of a hundred 
seedlings will be found that will pay 
for all the labor and care given them. 
Yet it should be borne in mind that 
little or nothing is gained in securing 
a new variety unless it is in some 
points better than in any of the old 
kinds. —American Agriculturist. 


FOOD FOR GRO^VINa STOCK. 


The feeding of young animals is a 
very imi^ortant part of the business of 
a farmer and requires study, for two 
especial reasons. 
One is that what is 
lost by neglect in the youth of any 
animal can never be regained by any 
future care and liberality; and the 
second that a young animal in its early 
life is only able to digest food under 
imperfect conditions. 
The stomach 
und other digestive organs of a young 
animal are fitted at first onlv for the 
digestion of milk, and this must be its 
staple food for a much longer time 
than is the custom to provide it. 
It is 
only when the teeth are formed and fit 
for use that the parotid glands and 
pancreas begin to secrete the sub- 
stance that is needed for the digestion 
of any food that contains starch, for 
starch is not itself absorbed, but only

HOW TO SAVE EXPENSE. 


The ability to use tools and to do 
work neatly has a strong tendency ^ to 
improve a man's taste in keeping his 
buildings, fences and machinery iu 
good repair. 
Of course it is easy to go 
to a4 extreme in this regard and at- 
temijt to do work that should rightly 
be done by a regular mechanic, or to 
go to the other extreme and be con- 
tinually running to the shojD or for the 
mechanic to do what could in many 
^ cases be readily done by the farmer at 
a considerable 
saving. 
There are 
times when to be obliged to stop tha 
worl^ of the farm and go several miles 
to town to get a small job of repairing 
done would entail a considerable loss. 
At other times when not interfering with 
the farm work it would be more econo- 
mical to hire the work done »than to 
take your own time. 


Because of your ability to do nearly 
or quite all kinds of small repairing it 
does not by any means imply that you 
should always do it or that you can al- 
ways save money by doing it. Tha con- 
ditions should always be considered. 
One farmer may be so situated'that it 
will be best to do everything himself. < 
Another will find it more economical 
to depend upon having the greater 
part of this kind of work done. 
But 
t-he knowledge of how to do work will 


of this fiuid. Thus it is only courting 
danger and attempting impossibilities 
to try to rear a healthy and profitable 
calf without milk, unless by the use of 
some specially pre^jared foods that may 
he digestible by the young animal. 
This fact accounts for the invariable 
diarrhoea that follows the use of any 
kind of grain foods in the feeding of 
young calves, and proves the necessity 
for as long feeding with milk as may 
be possible.—American Agriculturist. 


SUCCESSIVE OAT CROPS. 


There is good reason why the oat 
crop should be the most exhaustive of 
any of the grains. 
Its leaf is not so 
broad as that of barley or wheat, and 
it sends its roots very much farther 
than does barley at least. 
Wheat roots 
reach down into the subsoil and get 
moisture, and probably also some plant 
food, where the spring grain would 
^ 
not reach. 
Oat roots comijletely Uli 
the surface soil to the depth of the 
plowing. 
It is this which makes it so 
hard to get a good catch of clover, and 
this failure to get a good clover growth 
is usually the reason why the land is 
left till another year and sown^ with 
oats again. 
We have known several 
cases in which successive oat crops 
were grown for several years, with the 
result of so entirely destroying the 
soil's fertility that the land would 
scarcely produce white beans. 
Olay 
land is most often injured by crop- 
ping with oats, and the efi'ect on such 
soil is to harden it into clods. 
Where 
land has been made poor by oat grow- 
ing one of the best ways to restore it 
is to plow in the fall and sow a crop 
of peas with whatever fertilizer can be 
got. 
Peas make more shade for the 
ground, and they will get much of the 
jjlant food they need from the air. 
Peas are besides a better grain to seed 
with clover than is the oat. 
We mean, 
of course, peas sown broadcast and 
covering the whole surface of 
the 
ground,—American Cultivator. 


RAISINa POTATOES PROM SEED, 


Td produce a strong, vigorous po- 
tato with good eating and keej^ing 
qualities, we must select for its parents 
varieties possessing these 
qualities; 
and by judicious crossing we may ex- 
pect, to some extent, to fix in the new 
variety, some at least of the qualities 
we deeire to produce. 
The seed balls 
fihould be gathered early in the fall, 
laid in the sun a few days, and then 
squeezed out into water. 
The seeds 
will soon rise to the tojj, when they 
have to be skinned off and placed on 
paper or cloth to dry. 
After drying 
thoroughly in the sun, or a warm, dry 
room for about forty-eight hours, the 
seeds are to be put in i^ajjer bags to 
keep until wanted. 


Early in the sj^ring they may be 
sown thinly in rows in a hot-bed, or 
Jater in the open ground. 
When two 
lo three weeks old the seedlings hav«^ 


opportunity. 


On many farms, after the wheat, 
oats and hay are harvested, there is a 
short season that can be spared to a 
good advantage in fixing up the farm. 
The farmer himself may not be able to 
hire mechanical help, but if he can do 
this kind of work himself he can pro- 
vide shelter for his stock, his feed and 
his machinery at a much less cost than 
if obliged to depend entirely upon 
hired help. 
He may also be able to 
paint his house, his wagon or ma- 
chinery, do necessary repairing about 
the building that will help preserve 
and make it more comfortable when 
otherwise it would be necessary to let 
go. 
In many cases if work of this 
kind can be done in good season con- 
siderable saving can be made over what 
might be the cost if obliged to wait 
some time. 


Keeping everything neat and trim 
about the farm not only adds to its ap- 
pearance but increases its value, gives 
the farmer a better reputation among 
his neighbors and is really the most 
economical, 
but in many cases the 
farmer cannot have the work done, 
and not being a mechanical genius 
himself, it is loft undone. 


When the farmer can do reasonably 
fair work a small outfit of necessary 
tools will be found a profitable invest- 
ment. 
This should also include three 
or four paint brushes and oil, and 
either Spanish brown or Venetian red 
for painting tools and implements.i 
The amount, or rather number, of 
tools a farmer should own can best be 
determined by his ability to use themi 
Money invested in tools that are not 
used is so much dead capital, 
A vise, 
drill, set of 
bits and brace, set ol 
augers, set of saws atid planes, a shoe^ 
maker's outfit and harnessmaker's outi 
fit, such as are advertised, with rivet 
and copper wire, a supply of nails am 
bolts, will enable the farmer to do i 
very considerable amount of work fix* 
ing up and keeping up buildings and 
machinery. This implies a tool house, 
not only to keep the tools but to work 
in, as in this way many little jobs of 
repairing may be done on rainy days, 
—Nebraska Farmer.

Since the Buspension by tha Indian 
Government of tho free ooinBffe oi the 
rupee oonsidor&blo attention has been 
called to this often-heard-oi but little 
known coin of the Orient. The rupet 
in India is very much what th# silver 
dollar is to us m America, says a'writer 
in Harpor 3 Weekly. It baa thi« diJTor* 
ence, that while in India tho rupee Is a 
purrent coin in active circulation, the 
bright silver dollar with us flnda Its 
reprosensative in the dirty doUar bill. 
It is ti 'ue that tho Government of In- 
dia issues from its treasury notes of 
valuef ranging from five rupees up- 
ward, but these have in no way super- 
seded the popularity of the rupee. 
Every servant of government, from tho 
young assistant magistrate to *'the gen- 
eral commanding," gets his pay in real 
white metal. 
^ But what Is tho value of a rupee? 
Ah, there's the rub." It depends en- 
tirely whether you are Governor Gen- 
eral, or the private soldier, or merely 
an ofBcer of the army, the magistrate 
of a district or some other ordinary 
person. To his excellency the Viceroy 
and Governor General of India the ru- 
^ e is worth exactly two shilling of 
English money, or 5U cents of Ameri- 
can. For by statute these extraordi- 
nary per^ouB get their rupee at par 
value in England. But to ordinary W 
mgs the case is far otherwise. For the 
paat twenty years or more the depre- 
ciation of the rupee has been simply 
alarming.

Beat the yolks and white of the 
Dggs separately and stir them into tho 
mixture. 
Add tho cheese. 
Put tho 
butter into a frying-pan and set over 
a hot fire. AVhen the butter is so hot 
(that it begins to turn brown, pour in 
the omelet and cook until it begins to 
get set, drawing the mixture back a 
little as you would a plain omelet. 
Now fold it and let it brown slightly. 
Turn out on a hot dish and serve im- 
mediately.

little onion. 
Let them stew slowly 
until reduced one-half.
